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Effect of Limitation of Armaments Upon 
the U.S. Naval Personnel 


T was to be expected that Mr. 
Hughes’s proposals would precipitate 
some pacifistic hysteria in many quar- 
ters. The incident of Representative 

Kelley proposing to reduce the personnel 
of the Navy by haif illustrates how radical 
an error has been made by some persons 

in estimating the effect of Mr. Hughes’s 

proposals upon the American Navy. 

These proposals do not contemplate a 
reduction in the Navy now in commission. 
The ships which America is scheduled to 
grap constitute almost exclusively ships 
not yet completed and certain of the older 
ships which are nearly all out of commis- 
sion, As a matter of fact, the prescribed 
allowances of Mr. Hughes for the United 
States are actually greater in total ton- 
nage than ships now in commission. In 
the cruiser class, for example, we are 
short about 60, tons of our allowance; 
in aircraft carriers, about 40,000 tons, and 
in submarines about 6,000 tons. If these 
shortages are made good it would require 
approximately 8,600 men and 486 officers 
t) man the new ships alone, on an ordi- 
nary peace basis of complement. 

But it is mot only in ships yet to be 
added to the Navy that there exists a 
shortage of personnel. Acute deficiency 
exists at present. Our eighteen battle 
ships now in commission, which is the 
number allowed in the Hughes proposals, 
require 22,880 men as a complement un- 
der ordinary peace operating conditions; 
whereas at present they have only about 
19,000 men on board. In other words, 
the battleships are on a basis of only 88% 
per cent. of ordinary peace complements. 

Similarly the sixty-five destroyers which 
we have in commission are operating on 
8 per cent. of the normal peace comple- 
ment, and the 218 destroyers in reserve on 
the very much reduced basis of 50 per 
cent. 

The number of men afloat in the entire 
Navy is approximately 78 per cent. of or- 
dinary peace requirements, while the shore 
establishments average about 75 per cent. 


Talk of Reduction Is Folly 


When these figures are digested it is ap- 
parent that talk of reducing the personnel 
of the present Navy is folly. Those now 
serving in the Navy understand fully the 
critical condition to which the successive 
reductions of personnel made by Congress 
have bronght. the Navy. At present it is 
extremely difficult to maintain the maté- 
riel even in such condition as will prevent 
permanent and serious deterioration. 

It is with difficulty that the necessary 
drills to keep~up~the rudimentary _effi- 
ciency of the personnel can be held. Lack 
of men, money and fuel prevents the ships 
from ‘being active enough to insure ade- 
quate training in fleet ‘work and other 
higher forms of naval efficiency. If fur-

HE LAST war, like every other, showed that 
man is superior to his machines, first because 
their efficiency in battle varies directly with the 

courage and skill of the men who direct them, and, 
secondly, because no matter how horrible their effect 
on human life and human flesh man still shows him- 
self capable of surviving and surmounting the terrors 


of battle. 


In the United States there has been too 


little attention paid to the necessity to provide a suffi- 
-ciently numerous and skilled personnel for the war- 


ships which we have built. 


Captain Knox’s article 


points out the necessity of a properly manned fleet. 
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ther radical reduction of personnel is made 
there is no question whatever but that our 
Navy, already on the ragged edge of being 
merely a paper Navy, will become one in 
fact, and the country will deceive itself if 
it believes that the ratio of strengths 
agreed upon at the Conference represents 
even an approximate measure of our 
strength compared with the other navies. 

It requires but little analysis to demon- 
strate even to laymen that when the num- 
ber and size of ships are limited the effi- 
ciency of each unit becomes doubly im- 
portant. Competition in building may 
cease, but competition in efficiency will go 
on forever. is fundamental fact is al- 
ready well recognized abroad. Almost im- 
mediately after announcement of the 
Hughes proposals comments appeared in 
the Japanese press to the effect that their 
well trained and efficient personnel would 
bring their actual strength to parity with 
the American strength, notwithstanding 
the lesser Japanese allowance in ships. 
The British press similarly made the point 
that the quality of their personnel would 
ensure a superiority for the British navy 
over us. 

These views are not mere braggadocio. 
They are based on the fact little known 
in this country that both the British and 
the Japanese navies have long enlistment 
periods and keep an adequate number of 
really well trained personnel available at 
all times, whereas. we have enlistments 
too short to ensure thorough training, and 
worse, the number of our men and officers 


fs now, and nearly always has been, very 
insufficient. 


Personnel Is Ignored 


There are also other reasons which tend 
to reduce the comparative efficiency of 
American naval personnel. Foreigners 
recognize what our own people and Con- 
gress apparently fail to understand, that 
navies are not composed of ships alone, 
but of men also; that ships without men 
is as unreasonable a combination as bricks 
without straw. When new ships are 
voted abroad, personnel is provided also, 
as a matter of course. Furthermore, there 
is some display of permanence in their 
policies with respect to personnel, while 
with us such matters are the footballs of 
political expediency. For example, last 
year we had a good corps of Reserve offi- 
cers; this year it had to be virtually abol- 
ished owing to lack of funds; probably 
next year or the year after we will form 
another. 

In 1920 the Navy conducted an expen- 
Sive recruiting campaign to fill its com- 
plements ; mach money was invested in the 
transportation and training of the re- 
eruits. In 1921 the number of men al- 
lowed is cut by Congress to the bone, and 
money previously spent on recruits is 
thrown away by discharging them in large 
numbers; this notwithstanding that in a 
very short time more recruits will be need- 
ed to fill normal vacancies caused by ex- 
piration of enlistments. 

This is not economy, but wastefulness,

,000. He grew impatient at the report 
that the Navy Department would insist 
upon fully manning the Hughes program, 
which will call for 138,000 men and 7,600 
officers. 

“Congress will see that the big force of 
105,000 men is eut down if the Navy is re- 
duced,” said Mr. Kelley. “Wighteen capi- 
tal ships, if fully manned, would take no 
more than 25,000 men and the other vessels 
not more than 15,000. A force of 50,000 
men should be adequate to man the Navy 

for by Mr. Hughes’s proposals.” 

Of course, this would carry with it a 
proportionate reduction in the strength of 


the officers’ corps and also in the midship- 
men at the Naval Acadény. 

While Mr. Kelley may have the support 
of the House organization in his proposals, 
he will not be without opposition on both 
sides of the House. He may not find him- 
self in harmony with the Administration. 
His plan will meet with uncompromising 
opposition in the Senate, where already 
serious consideration is being given to the 
new naval problems that will be developed 
by the Hughes program. Senator Pein- 
dexter, of Washington, the ranking Repub- 
lican of the Naval Affairs Committee, 
takes issue with Mr. Kelley and will be one 
of the leaders in the fight for an adequate 
force to man the Hughes program.

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HEARING ON READJUSTMENT 
OF SERVICE PAY IS OPENED. 


Col. BE. L. Munson, U.S.A., General 
Staff, opened the hearing before the joint 
Congressional committee on the readjust- 
ment of pay in the Services Friday, Nov. 
25. Colonel Munson took up the general 
economic conditions which officers in the 
Services are compelled to meet. He laid 


the foundation for general argument which 
will be followed by arguments presented 
by representatives of the Services affected. 

Colonel Munson will be followed by Capt. 
— Williams, assistant to the Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, for the Navy; 
Assistant Surgeon J. T. Kerr, for the U.S. 
Public Health Service; Lieut. 8S. 8. Yean- 
dle, for the U.S. Coast Guard, and Col. DB. 
Lester Jones, for the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey. Other witnesses will be called so 
that every phase of the question as it af- 
fects the Services will be presented to the 
committee. 

There never has been a more comprehen- 
sive study made of the question of pay for 
the Services. Immediately upon the pass- 
age of the act giving the Services an in- 
crease in 1920, the question as to whether 
the increase should be made permanent 
was taken up in the different departments. 
Colonel Munson and the offieers of the old 
Morale Branch of the General Staff began 
to collect statistics on the subject, and have 
kept them up to date. 

Colonel Munson appeared before the 
committee armed with a mass of statistics, 
graphs and charts to sustain his conten- 
tion that the rate of pay which the Ser- 
vices are now drawing should be made per- 
manent. He began by stating that he be- 
lieved that he would be able to prove that 
there was just as much reason for fixing 
the pay at its present rate on a permanent 
basis as there was in granting the tempo- 
rary increase in 1920. He quoted statis- 
tics to show that while there has been 
some decrease in the cost of living since 
1920, that food prices had come up to 
about the same level that they were when 
the temporary increase was authorized. 

Going into the history of the rate of pay 
of the Services he dealt with the compara- 
ative purchasing power of the dollar be- 
tween the present and 1908, when the Ser- 
vices received their last real increase in 
pay. Colonel Munson produced statistics 
to prove that the purchasing power of a 
dollar had decreased from 100 cents in 
1908 to 50.5 cents in 1921. In effect, Col- 
onel Munson contended the pay of the Ser- 
vices has been cut in two since the last in- 
crease. The temporary increase was not 
really an increase, but a partial restoration 
of the decrease in the pay of the Services 
due to the gradual decrease in the pure 
chasing power of the dollar. 

This economic condition, Colonel Mun- 
son contended, has been recognized from 
time to time in the rate of pay and wages 
in civil life, but not in the Services. 





PECK NOMINATION REJECTED 
IN SENATE BY VOTE OF 36-29. 


The nomination of Major Robert G. Peck, 
Inf., U. S. A., to be lieutenant colonel, was re- 
jected by the Senate on Nov. 23 by a vote of 
29 to 36. 

The nomination of Col. J. C. Castner, Int, 
U.S.A., to be brigadier general from Nov. 14, 
1921, was confirmed. The Senate also confirmed 
the Navy nominations of Nov. 19, which appear 
on page 306 of this edition. 

The Peck case may develop a controversy be- 
tween the Senate and the War Department. Ma- 
jor Peck’s nomination has been held up for 
six months and has caused a bloc in numer- 
ous other promotions. The case may now go to 
President Harding, and if the President does 
not sent the nomination back to the Senate again 
Major Peck will remain a major. 

At the time the Senate first refused to act on 
the nomination of Major Peck, No. 1069 on the 
promotion list, it confirmed the nominations of 
other majors down to and including Major 
William H. Peek, No. 1124, but the War De- 
partment would not issue commissions of lieu- 
tenant colonel to these officers while the right 
of Major Peck to pr i ined undeter- 
mined. 





NEW CHIEF OF YARDS AND DOCKS

Gen. Jean Charles Marie Payot, Director 
of the Budget, in Washington, on Nov. 19, 
Gen. Jean Charles Marie Payot Director 
General of Transportation and Supply of 
the French army, and president of the 
board, in addressing General Dawes, who 
is one of the American members of the 
board, said: 

“It is fitting that the last meeting of 
the Military Board of Allied Supply 
be held in the office of General Dawes. In 
the name of the board I wish to thank 
you for the sincere and affectionate wel- 
come extended to us upon our arrival 
here, and throughout our sojourn of these 
feur weeks in the United States—a period 
altogether too short. We wish to ex- 
press our appreciation for all that you 
have done for us duri our stay 
here, and we want to tell you how 
grateful we feel towards you for the 
opportunity we have had of meeting the 
most eminent men of the United States. 
We are firmly convinced that reunions 
such as the meetings of the Military Board 
of Allied Supply will serve to strengthen 
the bonds of friendship between the Alli 
and we believe that the development o 
such friendly relations will do more for 
the furtherance of international peace, 
than anythi do. 

“General, you are busily engaged in a 
most important work, undertaken by you 
voluntarily, hence it is impossible for you 
to obtain rest and relaxation here in your 
own country. It will, therefore, be nec- 
essary for you to come across the sea to 
seek respose emong soar many devoted 
friends in France, gland, jum and 
Italy. We have had the pleasure of being 
your guests here in America, and when 
you come to our shores we want the honor 
of having you for our guest.” 

In replying General Dawes said: “It 
has been a pleasure and an honor, in- 
deed, to have with me, in my own country, 
the distinguished representatives of our 
Allies, for whom I have such deep per- 
sonal affection. It is my wish that you 
may again visit the United States, and 
if so, you are to be my guests. I accept 
your invitation, General Payot, for some 
future time.” 


ARMAMENT CONFERENCE TOLD 
OF FRENCH ARMY PLANS. 


One of the most important develop- 
ments of the third session of the Confer- 
ence on Limitation of Armaments and 
Far Eastern Questions at Washington, was 


the great address of Premier Aristide 
Briand, of France, on Noy. 21. The noted 
French statesman surprised the delegates 
by saying that a bill is to be introduced 
in the French Chamber which would, in 
due time, result in the reduction of the 
strength of the French army by nearly 
ene-half through the lessening of the 
length of service from three to one and 
one-half years. ‘The maintenance of a 
strong army, he declared, is imperative if 
France is to be safeguarded from possible 
attack by Germany, which, he asserted, 
by no means abandoned for re- 
venge for its defeat in the World War. 

Premier Briand’s address was received 
with varying emotions of interest, which 
was increased by the statements that im- 
mediately succeeded it, made by Secretary 
of State Hughes and Mr. Arthur J. Bal- 
four, head of the British delegation, who 
asserted that the United States and Great 
Britain would go to the aid of France 
were she attacked. 

The French Premier declined to com- 
ment in detail on the report that he and 
other members of the French delegation 
will demand a radical increase in the na- 
val limitation assigned to France, but in 
en interview is quoted as saying that 
“capital ships are not, primarily, where 
our interest lies. We are more interested 
in submarines and light auxiliary craft.” 

Baron Kato insisted that the naval per- 
centage of ships for Japan must be in- 
creased, and reiterated his objection to 
the proviso for the scrapping of the new 
battleship Mutsu. 

The Italian delegation, headed by Pre- 
mier Schanzer, it is said, is also to ask 
that Italy be allowed a naval increase. 

An important step in the direction of 
the rehabilitation and _ stabilization of 
China was taken on Nov. 22, when the 
committee on Pacific and Far Eastern 
questions decided to convene at once an 
inquiry as to what can be done to improve 
the financial condition of China and pro- 
tect its revenues. 


GENERAL PERSHING NOW CALLED 
“BRAVE EAGLE” BY THE SIOUX.

ARMY TRANSPORT SERVICE 
UP BEFORE PRESIDENT AGAIN. 


For the fourth time the question of abol- 
ishing the Army Transport Service has 
reached the White House. Presidents 
Roosevelt, Taft and Wilson have been 
called upon to decide whether the over- 
seas transportation of the Army should be 
turned over to merchant lines, and now 
President Harding has been asked to pass 
upon the same question. 

President Harding’s predecessors, who 
gave the matter personal consideration, de- 
cided in the negative and the Army is now 
anxiously inquiring whether the President 
will sustain the three decisions which have 
been handed down from the White House. 

For prompt movements of the Army in 
minor emergencies, it is argued by the 
War Department, that the control of a 
transport service is a vital necessity. Not 
without interfering with regular trade 
routes can ships for the transportation of 
troops in sudden emergencies be secured. 
It is strongly urged by the military au- 
thorities who have given much thought to 
thé subject that the Regular Army could 
not function efficiently without a trans- 
port service that can be used for opera- 
tions that do not require the calling out 
of the National Guard or citizen soldiers. 

For peace-time movements of the Army 
between the states and our foreign pos- 
sessions merchant ships are not equipped 
to carry troops. They usually have plenty 
of quarters for officers, but not for the 
enlisted men. 

The Quartermaster Corps in its report 
on the subject refusés to admit the con- 
tention of the Shipping Board that any 
economy would result in turning the Army 
Transport Service over to the merchant 
ships. It has submitted an exhaustive re- 
port on the subject to the Secretary of 
War, who it is expected will turn it over 
to the President. - 

Congress so far is on record as oppos- 
inz the discontinuance of the Army Trans- 

rt Service. It has refused to pass the 

dmunds bill which would provide for this 
and has passed two acts prohibiting the 
abolishment of the service. The authority 
of the President to turn the business over 
to private lines is questioned. Under the 
act of March 2, 1903, it is specifically set 
forth that “no action looking to the discon- 
tinuance of the Transport Service shall be 


taken without further action of Congress.” | 


In the act of March 2, 1905, it is stated 
“hereafter no steamship in the Transport 
Service of the United States shall be sold 
or disposed of without consent of Congress 
having first been had or obtained.” 

Those who are insisting that the service 
should be turned over to private lines cite 
the act of Sept. 2, 1916, as their authority. 
In this it is provided that “the President 
may transfer either permanently or for a 
limited time such vessels from the War 
and Navy Department as are suited for 
commercial purposes and are not required 
for military or naval use in time of peace.” 

The military authorities insist that the 
Army transports are required for ‘nilitary 
use in time of peace and that tnerefore 
this act does not apply to the Service. 


NAVY UNIFORM REGULATIONS

Admiral Coontz explained to Mr. Mad 
den that the letter was addressed to th 
Director of the Budget with the idea tha 
he would bring it to the attention of th 
President before it came to the committee, 

After Admiral Coontz had been intro 
duced to the committee and the purpose of 
his appearance had been stated, Mr. Mad. 
den asked: “Have you ever read the law 
that has relation to deficiencies?’ 

Admiral Coontz replied that he had. 

Starting a long line of cross-questions, 
Mr. Madden asked: “Have you ever made 
an attempt to comply with it?’ 

Admiral Coonts explained: “The bill 
did not pass until July 12 of the present 
year and the attempt was made at once to 
come down on all the various appropria- 
tions as quickly as possible to a lower ba- 
sis, the result being that from that time, 
I think, in practically each appropriation 
we have reduced. It has not been posi- 
ble to exactly apportion these things by 
the twelve months under the circum 
stances.” 

“Why not?” insisted Mr. Madden, 

“The reason is,” replied Admiral Coont, 
“that the last bill is what we call an m- 
balanced bill—sufficient to some items for 
the maintenance of efficiency and inefi- 
cient in others.

Both the Army and the Navy have been 
expected to create deficiencies for fuel 
other important items for the maintenance 
of the military and naval establishment.

The original proposition, in the first 
paragraph of Section 24a of the Reorgani- 
gation act, it is argued, is sound and would 
have created a list for promotion which 
gould coincide with the relative list. It 
js the proviso that follows the first para- 
graph which is being attacked and which, 
it is claimed, has created dissatisfaction 
throughout the Service.’ The proviso 
which credits officers who have left the 
Army and afterwards returned with the 
game service on- the promotion list as 
those who remained in the Army is among 
the features of the law that are being sub- 
jected to severe criticism. Under ‘the 
present arrangement of the list for pro- 
motion cases are being cited where officers 
are now below fifty or sixty others with 
Jess service. 

Five or six plans have been suggested 
to the board for a revision of the single 
list for promotion. They include all offi- 
cers below the rank of colonel. One of the 
shortest but still the most comprehensive 
would place all of the officers in these 
grades on the single list according to the 
length of commissioned service in the 
grade in which originally appointed to the 
Regular Army.

REPRESENTATIVE BRITTEN WOULD

Anticipating the adoption of the Hughes 
proposals by the several nations repre- 
sented at the Conference for the Limita- 
tion of Armaments, Representative Fred A.

COLONEL FORBES EXPLAINS 
AIMS OF VETERANS’ BUREAU. 


Replying to an inquiry as to what the 
U.S. Veterans’ Bureau will accomplish for 


the former Service man, Col. Charles R. 
Forbes, director of the bureau, says. that 
the answer to this will be found in the pol- 
icy program that has been outlined and 
which is certain to be carried through to 
completion. Briefly, it is to provide com- 
pensation for every man who suffered in- 
juries or contracted disease while serving 
in the military or naval forces in the 
World War, that may have rendered him 
ten per cent. or more physically disabled ; 
provide the best talent for all men need- 
ing medical or surgical aid and see that 
every man in need of hospitalization. be- 
cause of injuries or disease contracted in 
the line of duty in active service in the 
war receives it; to conduct the vocational 
rehabilitation of men in government train- 
ing centers where they may be directly 
looked after, and to give prompt service in 
the handling of all claims for compensa- 
tion, vocational training and hospitaliza- 
tion.

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NAVY GETS AVIATION REPORT. 


The first annual report on commercial 
aviation has been received by Rear Ad- 
miral W. A. Moffett, of the Navy Depart- 
ment, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 
The report was made public Nov. 21 by 
the Navy Department. Operations were 
in the United States and the report was 
forwarded by C. F. Reede, president of 
the Aeromarine Airways. It contains in- 


teresting information covering the service 
ot the 7 meget flying boats - 
transportation of passengers, mail an 
freight for the year ended Oct. 27, 1921. 

The report states that six eleven-pas- 
senger cruisers of 000 aa ty: gems 
1,044 passengers es in the air 
and transported 24,002 pounds of 
and 5,000 nds of freight and 
exclusive of crews. Six navy coast patro 
we gs beats of the ne type y 
ried 4,762 passengers 34,920 es in the

The schedule was maintained through- 
out with the exception of four forced land- 
ings during adverse weather conditions. 
The flying beat Nina was torn from her 
moorings one night in Havana harbor 
during a gale, blown against rocks and 
dam beyond repair. No one was 
aboard at the time. The services main- 
tained included Key West-Havana, Flori- 
da-Bahama Islands, New York, Atlantic 
City and New England ports, New York 
sightseeing, New York-Albany, Great 
Lakes region and Mississippi River valley. 

The eleven-passenger navy F5L ing 
bects operated in the Key West-Havana 
service during the winter, after which four 
of them were laid up for the summer. 
The remaining boat, the Santa Maria, 
then undertook a flight from Key West up 
the Atlantic coast to New York, up the 
Hudson River, and over Lakes George and 
Champlain to Montreal, along the Great 
Lakes to Chicago and thence by way of 
the Mlinois and Mississippi rivers to New 
Orleans, thence along the Gulf to Key 
West, a total distance of 7,000 miles. 

Of the six S2 boats four were in con- 
stant operation and two were in reserve. 
One of these boats made a complete cir- 
cumnavigation of the Great Lakes, flying 
7,491 miles and carrying 500 passengers; 
another covered the New England States. 

For the coming year six of the Aero- 
marine-navy eleven-passenger flying cruis- 
ers. will be placed in operation on the Key 
West-Havana route and between Palm 
Beach and Miami and Bimini and Nassau. 
Two other flying cruisers of the same 
type will be held in reserve for special 
chartered parties. For the other services 
seven of the six-passenger Aeromarine 
navy HS2 type will be placed in active 
operation and ten others will be held in 
reserve for special charters. 





BALANCE OF MB-2. 


Major Gen, M. M, Patrick, U.S.A., Chief 
of Air Service, in a letter dated Nov. 15, 
1921, to commanding officers directs at- 
tention to the fact that the Martin 
bomber, MB-2, is designed for super- 
chargers and for a normal distribution of 
the crew, that is, a man in the nose, two 
in pilot’s seats, and one in rear cockpit.

GEN. PATRICK INSPECTS McCOOK FIELD. 


For the last few years it has been 
customary, usually semi-annually, to hold 
an inspection of the Dngineering Division 
at McCook Field for the purpose of for- 
mulating policies as to the carrying out of 
the experimental programs there. The 
inspecting party on the trip made Oct. 23 
represented the operating units of the Air 
Service and studied the equipment from 
the standpoint of its adaptab ity for use 
in the field.

General Patrick ar- 
rived at McCook Field by train, accom- 
panied by Major Kilner, on Oct. 24, spend- 
ing two days in the inspection of McCook 
Field and the intermediate depot at Wil- 
bur Wright Field. General Mitchell and 
the remainder of the party made the trip 
to Dayton and return by airplane. The 
remaining personnel of the party included 
Capt. Walter R, Lawson, Capt. i 
Knight, Lieut. Clayton Bissell, Lieut. 
Richard T. Aldworth and Lieut. Carl A. 
Cover; from Langley Field, and Capt. 
Burdette S. Wright and Capt. William C. 
Ocker from her ne 

General Mitchell and Captain Wright, 
flying DeHavilands from Washington, 
were met at Moundsville by Captain 
Ocker, who accompanied them to Dayton. 
Captain Lawson flew a Martin Bomber 
No. 1 to Dayton from Langley Field, car- 
rying with him Captain Knight. It is in- 
teresting to note that this plane flown by 
Captain Lawson was the same plane used 
in the sinking of the Ostfriesland and the 
Alabama and in connection with the min- 
ing strike troubles at Mingo county, West 
Virginia. Lieutenants Bissell and Ald- 
worth made the trip in DeHavilands, 
while Lieutenant Cover took a Thomas 
Morse pursuit though from Langley Field. 

A thorough inspection of the field was 
made by the party. The various types of 
pursuit, bombardment, attack and obser- 
vation planes were flown and, in the case 
of pursuit and observation, the planes 
were maneuvered against each other by 
the various members of the , in or- 
der that a complete study of the charac- 
teristics in the air could be made. In 
making this study over 130 flights were 
made during the week by General Mitchell 
and his staff.

9TH CORPS AREA ENROLMENT.

Advices haye been received by the Quar- 
termaster General that it is impossible to 
state definitely when trucks and the per-

The commanding general of the 7th 
Corps Area has been informed that the 
shortage of funds has made necessary the 
policy of sending private mounts of offi- 
cers not on military reservations to the 
nearest station for eare and forage.

The searchlights used in the recent il- 
lumination celebrating the opening of the 
Conference on the Limitation of Arma- 
ments, were of the kind delevoped by the 
Cerps of Engineers during the war. ‘The 
larger ones were of the Sperry 60-inch 
mebile type. These are distinguished by 
their lightness, the fact that no glass is 
used in them, the projection being accom- 
plished by means of a metal reflector, and 
by their great range—from 5,000 to 
15,000 yards, depending on the nature of 
their target. They are readily trans- 
ported by motor truck. They can locate 
an airplane, their most difficult target, at 
a distance of nearly five miles, 


The office of the Chief of Finance has 
settled 220,176 of the 227,437 claims of 
furmer enlisted men received un to and 
ineluding Nov. 30, 1920. On Dee. 1, 1920, 
claims of this character were transferred 
from the office of the Chief of Finance to 
the general accounting office, War Depart- 
ment Division, for direct settlement.

ALLOTMENT OF UNITS. 


The Adjutant General of the Army, un- 
der date of Nov. 14, 1921, sent a letter to 


all corps area commanders informing them 
that in order to comply with the recently 
announced policy of the War Department

Corps Area to the 9th Corps Area, the 
162d Brigade, composed of the 323d and 
824th Ragiments and the 162d Machine

“Corps area plans for the location and , 


organization of Cavalry units of the Or- 
ganized Reserves,” says the letter of The 
A.G., “should be amended to, conform to 
the above mentioned changes. In this con- 
nection it is the desire of the War Depart- 
ment that the locations of subordinate Cav- 
alry units be selected with a view to the 
widest dispersion throughout corps areas 
consistent with existing local conditions 
and the numbers of available and prospec- 
tive Cavalry Reserve officers. Under no 
circumstances should Cavalry Reserve offi- 
cers be assigned to units of other branches.

CAVALEY UNITS, B.0.T.C. 


Statistics from the office of the Chief of 
Cavalry of the U.S. Army recently issued 
show that the enrollment in the various 
Cavalry units of the R.O-T.C. on Nov. 1 
numbered in the basic and advanced 
courses 2,507 students.

The Prussian system of training a large 
beady of men by having each of them serve 
a relatively short time and thus. making 
a force of a given size turn out a great 
many more soldiers in a given period of 
time than would be the case with a larger 
force with longer enlistment periods, has 
been adhered to in principle ever since 
Napoleon’s peace terms ‘forced its adop- 
tion. It was this system, spread out to 
include a greater part of Germany, which 
was used to prepare for the Franco-Prus- 
sian war. The French adhered to the 
principle of long service in order to pro- 
duce absolutely dependable troops. 

Up to the Franco-Prussian war military 
publie opinion in France was inclined to 
the belief that the short service of the 
German troops would make them unre- 
liable in battle. Un all the earlier com- 
bats of the Franco-Prussian war, the 
French long-service soldier showed himself 
superior individually and in the smaller 
combat groups. On the other hand, the 
relatively. short term German _ troops 
showed themselves to be excellent and this, 
coupled with superior leadership, numbers 
and preparation, led to the decisive defeat 
of the French. 

After. the Franco-Prussian war the 
French, in general, adopted the Prussian 
system of shorter enlistments with the 
consequent training of a greater number 
of men. However, on the whole, military 
public opinion, as is the case in all armies 
and navies where a real understanding of 
battle conditions exists, still favored the 
long service soldier as against the short 
service one. There is probably no better 
example in history of how much necessity 
i¢ the mother of invention than the fact 
that the highly professional long service 
rigidly disciplined army of Frederick the 
Great should have given place to an army 
made up of relatively short term soldiers 
frequently referred to by their military 
neighbors as militia. : 


Big Reserve Created 


The system of relatively short term en- 
listments, coupled with the large standing 
armies maintained by both France and 
Germany, resulted in filling both coun- 
tries, with more reservists, in civil life, 
than were needed to bring each army to 
a war strength and also to make good 
cusualties for a considerable period of 
time. 

Several years prior to the recent war 
this excess of reservists led to considerable 
discussion in France. One school adyo- 
eated its organization into reserve regi- 
ments, divisions and even higher units. 
The other said that, due to having been 
out of the Service for a considerable time, 
they would be of little value and that the 
Germans, who were great believers in 
time, would not take it to bring similar 
reserves into existence, but would strike 
with their active units only. 

When war came it was found that the 
Germans had quietly prepared plans for 
the immediate mobilization of a large 
number of reserve divisions, with the re- 
sult that when they attacked the French 
found themselves in the face of superior 
numbers. While the bitter defeats of the 
Franco-Prussian war were avoided, France 
had one more example of the ability of 
Germany to bring into the field many 
more reliable troops than had been con- 
sidered probable.

Immediate Saving on Navy 
Under Hughes Plan 
Questionable 

LARGE section of the American 

A press and a few Congressmen have 

jumped to the conclusion that the 

adoption of the Hughes plan for 

the limitation of naval armaments means 

an immediate reduction-in nayal expendi- 

ture. An examination of the facts leads 

to the belief that such conclusion is far 
from being justified. 

A reduction of $200,000,000 in the naval 
estimates for the approaching session of 
Congress, as suggested by Representative 
Kelley, will be impossible, even if iae 
Hughes proposals would go into effect im- 
mediately. The naval estimates for this 
session, which will be submitted to Con- 
gress shortly, in round figures amount to 
$410,000,000. Of this amount $9,000,000 
is for the increase of the Navy or new 
construction. But the Hughes program 
provides only for the stopping of construc- 
tion on capital ships. It is stated that ap- 
proximately $25,000,000 of the new con- 
struction is for auxiliaries which are not 
included in the Hughes agreement. This 
leaves approximately $65,000,000 that 
would be expended upon battleships to be 
scrapped. Of course, the funds already ap- 
propriated for battleships but not expend- 
ed might be diverted to auxiliaries and the 
whole ninety million in the estimate for 
next year’s construction stricken from the 
appropriations for next year. 

There may be some salvage from the 
ships that are in the process of construc- 
tion. There also will be some claims for 
work done on the ships even where there 
have been no deliveries. It is a question 
which has not been worked out whether 
the Government would not save money if 
it were to complete the battleships Colo- 
rado, Washington and West Virginia 
rather than to scrap them in their present 
condition. Then there are more than thirty 
millions in bills against the Navy De- 
partment which should have been paid dur- 
ing the current year. In an effort to make 
a record for economy, Congress has not 
appropriated sufficient funds to take care 
of construction and maintenance. 

When the Appropriations Committee 
takes up the naval estimates it will dis- 
cover that they have been reduced to a 
minimum. A close study of them, taking 
into consideration all of the elements that 
would enter into conditions growing out of 
putting the Hughes proposals into effect, 
indicates that ninety millions will be the 
limit in the actual reduction that can be 
made in the naval estimates if the Navy is 
to be maintained up to the plans proposed 
by Secretary Hughes. 

The total budget, according to state- 
ments that are frequently made in Con- 
gress, will amount to between four and five 
billion dollars. The ninety millions saved 
under the most liberal allowances by the 
limitation of armaments plan will have lit- 
tle effect upon the expenses of the Govern- 
ment. There can be no radical reduction 
in taxes even if the Hughes plan is put 
into effect. 

Eventually there will be a reduction in 
the cost of maintaining the Navy, but this 
will not come in the immediate future. It 
will extend through a period of years. It 
is a question if the stopping of all con- 
struction in the Navy will not have a de- 
pressing effect on present business condi- 
tions, rather than ushering the immediate 
dawn of prosperity so widely predicted in 
the optimistic campaign for the limitation 
cf armaments that has been conducted by 
a large part of the press. 

There will be no great relief in taxes. 
On the other hand, hundreds of thousands 
of men will be thrown out of work if con- 
struction is stopped immediately as is pro- 
vided by the resolution introduced by Rep- 
resentative Britten. If the navy yards are 
not closed, the forces in both government 
and private yards must be reduced almost 
to care-taking basis. The relief may come 


abroad which might eventually affect. busi- 
ness conditions in this country, but there 
is little or no indication that they will not 
improve immediately in the United States 
even with the adoption of the Hughes plan.

Admiral Coontz pointed out repeatedly 
that he was merely stating, as he under- 
stood them, the policies of the Secretary, 
end that if accurate information of these 
policies were desired it was appropriate 
that the Secretary himself should be ques- 
tioned. Yet Mr. Madden persisted in the 
implication that the prospective deficien- 
cies in the naval appropriation were made 
necessary through the fault of the Admiral 
and other naval officers. Mr. Madden took 
unfair advantage of his position as chair- 
man of a House committee to threaten and 
reprimand the highest officer in the Navy 
for carrying out the policies of his superior, 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

To browbeat and insult a man who is 
loyally doing his duty is cowardly and un- 
American. , 

There is no question but that the un- 
sparing reductions made by Congress at 
the last minute in the appropriation act 
for this year made the problem of the ordi- 
nary administration of the Navy exceed- 
ingly difficult. The Navy is a big organi- 
zation and it cannot be alternately ex- 
panded and contracted very greatly within 
a short time. Sudden radical changes of 
policy require a reasonable period of read- 
justment to be put into effect. 

The appropriations received one year 
necessarily serve as an index to what 
skould be expected the following year.

MINE PLANTER SERVICE PAY. 


To THE EprtToR: 

Your issue dated Nov. 19 contains an 
article signed ““A Warrant Officer,” which 
states that the base pay of the lowest grade 
warrant officer (second mate), Army Mine 
Planter Service, is $1,757 per annum. 

This statement is not correct, which can 
be verified by glancing at the Army pay 
table. For the information of all con- 
cerned, I desire to state that the base pay 
of the grade in question is considerably 
less than that of the other grade, which is 
$972 per annum. In addition, the second 
mate draws $240 per annum as bonus un- 
der the Service pay legislation, also cloth- 
ing and ration allowance and quarters. 
The other grade receives a quarters al- 
lowance also. 

It has been noticed that nearly all arti- 
cles on this subject are in error and the 
figures quoted are exaggerated in most 
cases. Where an article is going to ap- 
pear for publication the figures should be 
authentic so as not to be misleading. 

The pay of the Army Mine Planter 
warrant officers has been determined after 
many years of ony and is based on pre- 
war conditions. hen it is considered 
that the Army Mine Planter Service has 
been in existence for over seventeen years 
it can hardly be doubted that a fair rate 
of pay and allowances has not been ar- 
rived at. Mine Planter warrant officers 
spend most of their time in the service 
aboard their vessels and are on duty night 
and day. Excepting the married ones, 
they live and eat aboard their vessels. 
They are qualified to navigate and operate 
their vessels anywhere and frequently go 
to sea. As all vessels require constant at- 
tention, their work is not done at sun- 
down. Machinery and auxiliaries are in 
operation night and day and it requires 
men to look after it and be on watch. 
Mine planters are ocean-going vessels sub- 
ject to call at any time, and occasionally 
their hours are long and arduous. 

There is no question that the other 
grade should receive more pay, as your pa- 
per has stated many times, and it is hoped 
that this will not be long delayed.

SEA POWER IN THE PACIFIC. 


Sea Power in the Pacific, by Hector C. 
Bywater (Houghton Mifflin Co.: New 
York). In his endeavor to assess the na- 
val strength of the United States and Ja- 
pan, respectively, and to elucidate the pe- 
culiar strategical conditions which would 
govern an armed conflict between the two 
nations for the mastery of the Pacific, the 
author, who is an associate of the Insti- 
tute of Naval Architects, has given an im- 
portant and valuable work of great inter- 
est not only to military and naval strate- 


gists, but also to laymen. It is most com- 
plete and thoro and written through- 
cut in a spirit fairness. 


In a preface he observes that both in 
the United States and in Ja there ap-

| have grown up the-two nations 
during the last tw years, and who 
favor the ication a drastic remedy 
without further delay. he 


says, may learn that the war to which 
they profess to look forward with confi- 
dence and even with enthusiasm would be 
a terrible and protracted struggle, “so full 
of novel elements and uncertainties that 
those who have studied the matter most 
carefully are the least disposed to predict 
the ultimate issue.” After considering in 
various chapters the subject of a new era 
of naval power and of its gravitation 
from west to east, the questions at issue 
between the United States and Japan, the 
modern development and the administra- 
tion of the U.S. Navy, its men and ma- 
terial, Japanese sea power and its incep- 
tion, growth and purpose and the admin- 
istration, dockyards and shipbuilding re- 
sources of the Japanese navy, of its men 
and ships, torpedo submarines and 
ai the author considers the further 
subjects of strategy in the Pacific, possible 
features of a war in that area and the 
political and economic factors of war and 
peace between the two countries. 

After expressing his approval of the 
policy of an undivided American fleet, he 
says, “Since the whole American scheme 
of naval strategy now pivots on the Pana- 
ma Canal, the safety of that waterway 
in all circumstances may be as 
the condition precedent to successful op- 
erations, whether offensive or defensive, 
against an Asiatic foe.” He adds that 
while something might be attempted in the 
direction of the temporary disablement of 
the Canal the chances are all against suc- 
cessful interference with that waterway. 
The enormous difficulty of reducing even 
mediocre land fortifications by naval bom- 
tardment, he points out, was demonstrated 
ch many occasions during the World War, 


notably at Gallipoli and on the Belgian 


coast. 

Of the problem of defending the Phil- 
ippines Mr. Bywater observes that while 
geographically the strategical ition of 
the United States in the Pacifie ocean is 
remarkably good, not excepting the west- 
tern area, “up to the present its possibili- 
ties have not been exploited. According 
te a plan submitted in 1905 Guam could 
have been made virtually impregnable for 
an outlay of $7,500,000, which included the 
erection of shore batteries and the laying 
of mine fields and other obstructions. 
Nevertheless, no steps were taken to carry 
cut such work and it remains to the pres- 
ent date a mere coaling station, without 
adequate defenses and no facilities for the 
upkeep of a naval squadron.” 

The enormous expanse of the Pacific 
makes base power and large steaming 
radius the dominating factors in the strate- 
gical problems of that ocean, he con- 
tinues, adding that without a chain of 
well defended fuel stations it would be 
impossible for an American fleet to oper- 
ate for any length of time in the Western 
Pacific. The presence of a strong Ameri- 
ean fleet in the Pacific, at the same time 
would, of course, deter Japan from un- 
certaking military expeditions to the Phil- 
ippines or to Guam, but with Guam and 
the Philippines in enemy hands, the au- 
thor says, the problem confronting the 
United States would become well-nigh un- 
solvable. “Once the Americans had con- 
trived to gain a foothold in the Philip- 
pines, however, the recovery of the Philip- 
pines, together with the possession of a 
strong and well stocked base at Guam 
would enable the United States to wage 
offensive war against the foe.” 

Considering the economic side of the 
subject Mr. Bywater says, “There is, of 
course, an enormous disparity between the 
economic resources of the United States 
ond Japan, so much so that no question 
exists as to which could endure for long- 
est the terrible burden of a great war. 
War with the United States might well 
prove a matter of years, and to those most 
competent to judge the financial position 
of Japan the suggestion that her credit 
would stand the strain indefinitely is too 
absurd to be seriously discussed. Nor is 
benkruptcy the only risk that would have 
to be faced, for a prolonged war would in- 
evitably result in a shortage of food_and 
might even bring about famine conditions.” 

“To foreign observers it seems that 
Japan has everything to lose and nothing 
tc gain by a policy of aggressiveness,” the 
author declares and adds, “it remains to 
be seen if her rulers and statesmen, aban- 
doning their Prussian methods, have suf- 
ficient acumen to seize the unique oppor- 
tunity presented to them in China in- 
stead of hazarding their fortunes in a 
militarist gamble more reckless even than 
that which caused the ruin of the German 
empire.”

OSCILLATIONS OF PROJECTILES, 


It is well known that a projectile as it 
leoves the gun does not point in the dire. 
tion in which it is going, but executes g 
series of swings around its path of 4 
rather complicated nature. In the case 
an ordinary reasonably accurate 
tile the size or amplitude of these g 
—— decreases until, at a mile Or % 
rom the gun, depending upon the size an 
characteristics of the projectile, it is mo. 

If the sizg f 
these swings did not decrease it would 
impossible to attain the high degree of pre 
cision which is attained by modern arti. 
lery ger oe 

It has, of course, been believed that Pro- 

jectiles might exist whose oscillations gj 
not die out but increase in size. Until re. 
cently no projectiles of this sort had eye 
actually been observed and the belief re. 
ferred to was merely an interesting theory 
At Aberdeen Proving Ground recently 
some projectiles were actually observed to 
behave in this unusual manner, 
_ From the evidence of the jump screens 
it was clear that near the gun the may. 
mum amplitude of the swings was ny} 
much greater than ten degrees. A fey 
hundred feet from the gun, however, ogeil 
lations having an amplitude of merely 
ninety degrees were seen, thus indicating 
that the swings were increasing in size 4s 
the projectiles went further on their path 
As was to be onpotal, these projectile 
were inaccurate, the longest ranging one 
having a range almost twice that of thow 
that fell nearest the gun. 

The Ordnance Department has fo 
some time been conducting an investign- 
tion of the motions of projectiles by 
means of jump cards in order to discover 
rational laws for the design of projectiles 
fur range and accuracy. As a result of 
those investigations it is believed that it is 
understood exactly how these oscillations 
may be caused to die out instead of be 
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coming larger and how the precision of 
this projectile may be made reasonably

CLOTHING MONEY ALLOWANCE. 
CIROULAR 296, NOV. 12, 1921, W.D. 

This circular amends pars. 8, 9, 24 and 26, 
Cir. 224, W.D., 1921, and adds pars. 30, 31, 
82, 38, 34 and 85 to the circular, which re- 
lates to the clothing money allowance for en- 
listed men. 

Two of the new paragraphs of special in- 
terest follow: 

‘*A change from an allowance in kind to a 
money allowance for clothing, as prescribed in 
this circular, was made because it was con- 
sidered more desirable. for the Government, 
and conducive to economy on the part of the 
enlisted man. The money allowance is, based 
on the clothing actually required to clothe 
properly the average enlisted man during his 
enlistment and it is not intended as an in- 
crease in his pay or allowances. The initial 
allowance inaugurated on Oct. 1,.1921, is in- 
tended to equip each soldier on that date with 
a complete outfit of clothing in kind. The 
foregeins statement is the broad policy under- 
lying this circular’ and will form the basis of 
all decisions relative thereto.’’ 

‘*Olothing which the enlisted man can estab- 
lish to the satisfaction of the commanding 
officer as having been acquired from his own 
funds, and which was found in his possession 
at the inventory taken about Oct. 1, 1921, may 
be retained by the enlisted man. This cloth- 
ing will not be taken up on the clothing ac- 
count to form part of the initial allowance and 
will be disregarded entirely in determining the 
amount of clothing issued to the soldier to | 
complete his initial equipment.’’
